The legislature enacted a new law for 


disposing of dogs—repealing the old one. 
Assessors are to report to the town clerk 
the names of all persons owning a dog or 
dogs in their respective towns, and the sex 
of the same; such list shall be kept separ- 
ate from the property list. The assessor is 
to receive three cents for each dog owner, 
to be paid out of the dog license fund. 
Every owner of a dog is thereupon taxed one 
dollar for each male dog and two dollars for 
each slut; such list is to .be certified and 
handed to the treasurer for collecting the li- 
cense. The treasurer is required, at the 
time of collecting other tax;" to demand aaid 
dog license money and receive the same. 
Persons refusing to pay must be reported 
to some justice ofthe peace, whose duty ia 
to command all delinquents to appear forth- 
with and show cause of neglect to pay. 
Persons failing to appear must be brought 
by force, and must pay or show that they 
are unable to do so. All persons able to 
pay but still refusing must be forced by levy 
and distraint of property. The dogs of all 
persons unable to pay must be taken and 
killed by the treasurer, constable, or police 
officer, for which business of killing the 
public dog executioner ahall receive fifty 
cents per dog killed out of the dog license 
money. Persons losing sheep by dogs are 
to be remunerated from the license fund. 
Officers neglecting to comply with this law, 
or refusing, shall forfeit $20.00 for every ! 
day they ahall so refuse. 
The law goes in- 


to effect immediately, and from the reading 
appears to us unavoidable in force and ef- 
fect. 
Officers are compelled to act, under 


penalty of the severest kind for neglect, 
ft is a law which every farmer of any intel- 
'igeuce, respect for hi*) business or foresight 
nto his own and the public intersst will 
jladlj support. 


Dogs are the only impediments to raising 


sheep, except wolves. But lor dogs every 
arm iu the country would thia day be worth 
ten per cent more than it is. And just at

I moved up the hill through awful pools o! 
mud, sinking down to the knees at every 
step. 
I passed a house which had the ar 


pearancu of having been deserted by its~ 
owner, as there wen no doors or windows 
visible. This house was ao crowded> with 
Hick and wounded, poor miserable men^that 
a doctar who came ,up while I was there 
could not possibly' get in. 
XA great crowd 


was 'assembled' around the doora,i'wbb 
seemed to envy the more fortunate ones in 
aide.

On the top of the hill there was rather a 


fine house, with plenty of outhouses. 'This 
waa our general hospital, audit was cram 
ed full fo its utmost capacity, I conversed 
with many brave men who had fought their 
way with our army through hosts of"reb(ila. 
They were wot dismayed or frightened.— 
Quite the contrary. In a calm and coo] 
manner—not noticing'the torrents of r.iin 
fulling on their Leads—there they stood 
telling of the vaat hordes of rebels by which 
they were outnumbered. I stood in the 
cButte of many a great group of privates 
who gathered around me to learn the news 
from the redt of Ike world—for they saw b\ 
my fleau linen that I got among them by 
some other route than < Savage Station. 
I 


did not hear from these' men otic singje 
word of murmur or complaints They Hiud, 
"We are ready when re enforcements arrive 
10 go at them again." 
At this time there 


was a schooner at the end of tho wharf, and 
a gang of ul least three hundred conlrH< 
bands were in lint, each having a box of 
biscuit on his shoulder, carrying them 
ashore. The river along the wharf ia very 
shallow, and only one vensel of light 
draught can come alongside the end of thu 
wharf. 
The portion of the supply 
fleet 


which bad arrived luy scattered in the river 
Home distance off. 
1'bu enemy were throw- 


ing ahells'into our tinea while'I was'on 
tliorc, which were quickly responded lo by 
uurnien. About 1- o'clock 1 took a small 
boat, to visit the gunboat fljct, in company 
with Lieut. Col. Daniel Elliot, Aid-de-Camp, 
of Maine, and Dr. L. Munson. The far- 
famed Monitor lay in tho middle of the riv 
er, and a.s tho Lieutenant commanding was 
un old pupil of Col. KHiot, at the Colonel's 
.uggeslion we visited her first. 
We were 


received on board by Mr. L. N. Stoddor, 
Sailing-Master, who was then 
officer o! 


deck. Mr. Stoddard, in the kindest man 
nor, pointed out to us the marks made by 
thu L'un.s of Fort Darling during the lute 
conflict, which were, as ho said, "mere 
t-cratche.s." The Lieutenant commanding, 
Mr. William Flye of Maine, soon came on 
deck, 
With him we went on the to\vor ; 


went below to the engine room, steering- 
toom, ward room, aud, in fact, all over the 
\essel.' While m the engine-room, which 
waa rather hot, the Lieutenant set the fans 
in motion, which, in a second, made the 
pUce aa cool as could be desired. 


Thu Monitor has had steam up contin- 


uity during the last four mouths. Having 
iluuked the lieutenant for his courtesy, \ve 
went on board the Galena. 
Wo were re- 


»eived by the captain in the most courteous 
manner, and shown all arouud the vessel 
by Sailing Master S. B. Washburne. The 
boys were everywhere at* work piling up 
grape, canister and round shot near the 
guns. Just as we k-ft, Gen. McClellan 
boarded the Galena. 
He came by himself, 


in a boat which waa pulled by sixteen men. 
Lin staid only a second. He passed close 
by the Monitor, and bohrdcd' the steamer 
Kfprcss, which was loaded with ammuni- 
ion, uiiJ which lay only a short distunro 
from the Galena. 
He then went ashore.

Within my own personal knowledge, many 
fugitives have been received aboard our 
transports at different places in thia state, 
by Gen. Williams, and have, upon close in- 
terrogation, given him important military 
information. 
Such of thesy aa have not 


already been returned to their owners,may' 
still be in the camps of this brigade.— 
What will be their fate if delivered up to 
claimants or hunters, is easy to predict. 
It seems to me tbut while their surrender 
would be in palpable violation of the law, 
it would also be subject to the gravest ob- 
jections.

Negro Laborer* a« Hilton Head. 


Notwithstanding the statement of Mr. 


Wickliffe, of Ky., in Congress the other day 
that "the Yankee idea that negroes would 
work, if free, is nonsense," practical exper- 
iments lead to a different conclusion. The 
correspondent of the New York 
Times, 


writing from Hilton Head, July '2, has the 
following: 


Apart from the military employment of 


the negroes, the success of their organiza- 
tion as free laborers in the Quartermaster's 
department of the army, and, under the in 
structioua of Secretary Chase, on the plan- 
tations, ia one of those astounding new de- 
velopments which contradict by a few 
months of practice the received and almost 
universally accepted 
opinion of many 


years. So far from refusing to earn hou 
est wages, by the sweat ol their brow, far 
from idling in the suu and devoting them- 
selves to petty theft as a means ofliveH- 
hood, as prophesied by the enemies of their 
race and those interested in upholding the 
"institution," the current, testimony of all 
who have had the supervision of the color- 
ed men in this Department proclaims an 
opposite result.

$8 a month and rations, their services have 
been so valuable and so eagerly sought in 
all their branches of business, that il hag 
been found necessary i» both the Commis- 
sary and Quartermaster's Departments to 
advance their pay for $12 a month iu or- 
der to retain them. 
Few who, eight months since, saw the 


crouching, slouching, abject, only half hu- 
man figures which slavery had made ot 
this race of helots, would recognize to-day 
as the same men the well-clad, elaitic, in 
telligent and respectful 
colored laborers 


who^rowd the busy piers of Hilton Head 
and Beaufort, handling packages aid bar- 
rels with the brisk dexterity of northern 
stevedores and lightermen, or heartily row- 
ing boats with the precision of men-of-war's 
men. They have learned to talk also, and 
I hear from their school-teachers aud my 
personal observation bears out the asser- 
tion, that most of them will be able to 
read 
and 
a large portion be able to 


write, before 
the expiratioh 
of many 


months. 


A Visit to Harriaon'l Landing ana the 
Gunboats.

Five minutes after the general left I suc- 


ceeded in getting a small boat to -take me 
ashore, the raiu coming down in torrents at 
the time. As we approached the wharf, I 
noticed the land to the left was a dead level 
and was white with the covers of our bag- 
gage trains, which were here1 drawn up in 
an immense solid body, which we had taken 
to be tents as seen from the steamer's deek. 
To the right the land rose gently from th,e 
river;unti! it reached aa elevation of per- 
haps thirty feet. 
.Up along, this elevated 


plain and all_.along the banka of the, river; 
our sick and wounded men stood shivering 
in the rain, without tents or knapsacks, or 
arms. 
Here and there a single Shelby tent 


was visible, and also a sprinkling of white 
roofed baggage wagons. 
The scene pre- 


sented as I landed defies all description.— 
Under some trees which lay around in clus- 
ters, our men werecrbncned. They looked 
as if they were more'dead than alive ; they 
were covered to.-the crown of their heads 
with mud, their faces"aJid clothes were liter- 
ally coated, while their shoes and boots had 
several pounds of the nasty yellow stuff 
stuck into and all around them. 
Whole 


regiments were, immersed to their kriees, 
many up to their waists in the yellow river," 
with branches of trees and pieces of sticks 
washing aud scraping.offthe dirt. Cavalry 
men were out so far, trying to get a "clean 
wash," that the water reached their saddles, 
while they vigorously scraped themselves 
and their weary steedsj; many of the men 
had not had a' dry bus'tuit for 24 hours. 
I 


met an officer who was wounded in the eye, 
his face covered with blood and mud. He 
was vainly offering $5 for something to eat. 
I moved up the hill through awful pools of 
mud, sinking down to the knees at .every 
step. I passed a house which had the ap- 
pearance of having been deserted by its 
owner, as there werj no doors or windows 
visible. This house was so crowded with 
sick and wounded, poor miserable men,.lhat 
a doctar who came up while I was there 
could not possibly get in. 
A great crowd 


was assembled around the doors, who 
seemed to envy the more fortunate ones in- 
side. 


On the top of the hill there was rather a 


line house, with plenty of out houses. This 
was our general hospital, and it was eram- 
ed full to its utmost capacity. I conversed 
with many brave men who had fonghttheir 
way with our army through hosts of "rebels. 
They were not dismayed or frightened.— 
Quite the contrary. In a calm and cool 
manner—uot noticing the torrents of ruin 
falling on their heads—there they stood 
telling of the vast hordes of rebels by which 
they were outnumbered. 
I stood in the 


centre of many a great group of privates 
who gathered around me to learn the news 
from the rest of the world—for they saw by 
iny clean linen that I got among them by 
so'me other route than Savage Station. I 
JiJ not hear from those men one single 
word of murmur or complaint. They said, 
"We are ready when re-enforcements arrive 
iu go at them again." 
At this time there 


was a schooner at tbe end of the wharf, and 
u gang of at least three hundred contra- 
bands were in line, each having a box of 
biscuit on his shoulder, carrying them 
ashore. 
The river along the wharf ia very 


shallow, and 
only one 
veflsel of light 


draught can come alongside the end of the 
wharf. 
The portion of the supply 
fleet 


which had arrived Iny scattered in the river 
some distance 06". 
The enemy were throw- 


ing shells into our Hues while I was on 
bbore, which were quickly responded to by 
our men. About 12 o'clock I took a small 
boat, to visit the gunboat (Let, in company 
with Lieut. Col. Daniel Elliot, Aid-de-Carap, 
of Maine, and Dr. L. Munson. The far- 
famed Monitor lay in the middle of the riv- 
er, and as the Lieutenant commanding was 
nn old pupil of Col. Elliot, at the Colonel's 
..uggestion we visited her first. 
We were 


received on board by Mr. L. N. Stoddar, 
Sailing-Master, who was then 
officer of 


deck. Mr. Stoddard, iu the kindest man- 
ner, pointed out to ua the marks made by 
the guns of Fort Darling during the late 
coufiict, which were, as he said, "mere 
scratches." The Lieutenant commanding, 
Mr. William Flye of Maine, soon came on 
deck. With him we went on the tower ; 
went below to the engine room, steering- 
room, ward room, and, in (act, all over the 
vessel. While in the engine-room, which 
was rather hot, the Lieutenant set the fans 
in motion, which, iu a second, made the 
place as cool as could be desired. 


The Monitor has had steam up contiu- 


iiily during the last four months. Having 
ihiitiked the lieutenant for his courtesy, we 
went on board the Galena. We were re- 
ceived by tbe captain in the most courteous 
manner, and sho'wn all arouud the vessel 
by Sailing Master S. B. Washburne. 
The 


boys were everywhere at' work piling up 
«rape, canister and round shot near the 
guns. Just as we left, Gen. McClellan 
boarded the Galena. 
He came by himself, 


in a boat which was pulled by sixteen men. 
UK staid only a second. He passed close 
by the Monitor, aud boarded the steamer 
K.tpress, which was loaded with amiuurii- 
ion, and which lay only a short distance 
from the Galena. 
He then went ashore. 


About this time I noticed two separate 
gangs of signal officers on the top of the 
high house on the hill. 
One parly was 


mounted on the roof, and the other on the 
eaves of the houae. Those on thereof were 
signaling to the army Hues in their rear, 
and those on the eaves to the gunboats on the 
river. 
A general commotion was visible 


everywhere. There was smart firing ashore 
and we expected a battle every minute. 


The Express, which Gen. McClellan had 


visited, moved up and lay outside some five 
or six barges, and commenced unloading 
her ammunition. The gunboats all shifted 
their positions. 
The Monitor moved down 


the river to protect the rear, aud in a quar- 
ter of au hour she and others were belching 
forth into the woods before them. 


Four o'clock p. m.—The firing has ceas- 


ed, the transportation of stores and provis- 
ions of all kinds is going on vigorously, ond 
large transports, loaded down with sick 
and wounded, are steaming away down 
stream. 
The mail boat has received au or- 


der to be ready in an hour. All the mails 
she brought with her she carries back, with 
orders to bring up from Fortress Monroe 
headquarters mail only. 
The paymasters 


that came up all return—so our men will 
have to wait a little longer for their lalters 
and well earned cash.

trenchments, and for other war purposes. 


On motion of Mr. Sherman, the resolu- 


tion in relation to a quorum of the senate 
was taken up. 


Mr. Sherman urged the passage of a res- 


olution as a matter of necessity, to relieve 
the senate from the danger of bciflg left 
without a quorum any time by the with 
drawal of one or two members. He argu- 
ed that there could be no constitutional ob 
jection to the bill. 


Mr. Carlile argued against the passage 


of the resolution, as giving to two or three 
states power to legislate for the whole coun- 
try. This was entirely against the provis- 
ions of the constitution. 


The president pro (em had a paper rend 


expressing his views on the subject, argu- 
inu- that acording to the constitution no 
stitte could be destroyed—that the quorum 
provided for m the constitution meant a 
majority of the whole number of senators 
from all the states. He cited various cases 
of the action of the senate as precedents in 
favor of this question.

the President to receive into the service of 
the United States for the purpose of con- 
structing entrenchments, or other camp ser- 
vice or labor for which they are fitted, per- 
sons of African descent, and such persons 
shall be enrolled under proper regulations ; 
and where any man or boy of the African 
race renders such service, his mother, wife 
or children shall be forever free, and ap- 
propriating ten millions to carry this into 
effect. 


Messrs. Saulsbury and Carlile opposed 


such attempts to elevate the miserable ne 
gro. 


Mr. Sherman argued that the rebels had 


persistently used negroes for all military 
P 


urposes, and we ought to do the siime. 
Ie warmly urged a more vigorous and 
earnest prosecution of the war. 


Mr. Fessenden made a fine speech de- 


nouncing the milk and water policy of call- 
ing defeats strategy, and trying to humbug 
the people with flaming bulletins of victo- 
ries that were really disgraces, declaring 
this white-kid-glove warfare would not do 
any louger, and insisting on the use of ne- 
groes like every other means and power 
(rod has given us. 


Mr. Rice's speech was markedly signifi- 


cant. That an old and bitter Breckinridge 
democrat should go further for prosecuting 
the war vigorously than the border stale 
loyalists, provoked special notice. 
He de- 


clared that we must now- choose between 
acknowledging the southern confederacy, or 
using all the means God has given us to 
crush the confederacy. Great Britain had 
long employed regiments of blacks in Can- 
ada, and Washington and Jackson had used 
them successsfully.

BUHQ.—Tho following is nn extract from 
the Madnou Patriot'.! war. correspondence, 
2d regiment, King's brigade, July 2d : 


We have had a grand time, and I doubt 


not but that tho peopla of'Fredericks!) urg 
think the Yankees luve revived th^e Olym- 
pic games in their midst. Thoy naver 'be- 
fore saw such rare sport. We had foot ra- 
ces, horse'races, and mule races—the last 
named being the race of races. The oon- 
testa were between thti different regiments of 
the brigade, and Generals King aud Gib- 
bon were both present. Everything passed 
oQ' harmoniously.' The 7th and Gth were 
bath ahead of ua in swiftness of foot, but 
our mules could not be beaten, while tho 
horses^ of the 10th won the day. I tried 
my flftotneaa in the foot contests,'but my 
feet would not come up to time. The 7th 
have probably had the greatest variety of 
amusement to-day.' <-Tho officers being ra- 
duced'for the time being and .tho privates 
promoted thoy/ hiuro had everything theii 
own way. The' .officer* had to "police tho 
streets, and one of them being sick was 
compelled to go to tho surgeon and get ex- 
ciweu from duty. They also had a dress 
parade conducted entirely by the privates. 


Gibbon's brigade, composed entirely of 


western men, is moro lively by far than tho 
Qlhur'.troona that aio'with us. We have 
more music, more dancing, moro athletic 
apottsj aud more real fun and good humor 
than the eastern boyu, and it is generally 
admitted that wo are not bad on a march.

A KBUEM.IOUS MANACK.—The working 


of the conscription act in 'Georgia causes 
dissatisfaction bordering upon rebellion.

ernment, in its executive, legislative, judi- 
cial aud military department?, as long us I 
can command sufficient force to prevent it 
from being disbanded, and its people re- 
duced to a state of provincial dependence 
upon the central power.'1

We have bad a grand time, and I doubt j 


not but that the people of Fredericksburg j 
thiak the Yankees hive revived the Oljm- j 
pic games in their midst. 
They never be- 


fore saw sncb rare spo::t. We had foot ra- 
ces, horse races, and mule races—the last [ 
named being the race of races. The 0011- 
testa were between thu different regiments of 
the brigade, and Generals King and Gib- 
bon were both present. 
Everything passed 


off harmonionsly. The 7th and Gth were 
both ahead of us in swiftness of foot, but 
our mules could not be beaten, while the 
horses of the 19th won the day. 
I tried 


my fleetness in the foot contests, but my 
feet would not come up to time. 
The 7th 


have probably had tlte greatest variety of 
amusement to-day. 
The officers being re- 


duced for the time being and the privates 
promoted they h^.vu had everything theii' 
own way. 
The officers had to police the 


streets, and one of them being sick was 
compelled to go to the surgeon and get ex- 
caaed from duty. 
They also had a dress 


parade conducted entirely by the privates.

It is the truest friend the 2d ever found. 
The 19ih Indiana is an indifferent, don't care 
regiment. They pride themselves on their 
fighting pluck—which is undoubtedly good 
—more than their drill. 
As a brigade we 


get along finely together. 


A REBELLIOUS MJ.NACK.—The working 


of the conscription act in Georgia causes 
dissatisfaction bordering upon rebellion. 
There it a clash between the state aud con- 
federate authorities upon the subject.— 
Gov, Brown informs the secretary of war 
that his enrolling officers have enrolled sev- 
eral of the state officers- of the militia under 
the conscription law, who will not be per- 
mitted to be carried :vwa.y from their com- 
mands, and the governor snubs the secre- 
tary by declaring that he "shall order the 
arrest of each officer who arrests a state of- 
ficer." 
Secretary Randolph replies tartly, 


and assures his excellency that " the arrest 
of officers in their attempts to get men to 
iill op the Georgia regiments now in the 
face of the enemy, will cause great mis- 
chief." 
Jeff. Davis has also written a long 


letter to Gov. Brown defending the conscrip- 
tion law as being constitutional, and abso- 
lutely indispensable to the maintenance of 
the rebel armies. 


This is an importf.nt confession by the 


chief traitor, and is a sufficient answer to 
the English lie that t'ae southern people are 
an unit for the southern confederacy, and 
cannot therefore be conquered. Remember, 
Jeff. Davis says " conscription is absolutely 
indispensable to the maintenance of the 
confederate army." 


To the letter of Jeff. Davis, Gov. Brown 


has published u seven column rejoinder in 
the Atlanta Intelligencer of June 22d, re- 
pudiating and nullifying the conscription 
act. 
It is addressed to the president of the 


confederacy, and true to his own instinct, 
the scceder from the federal Union virtual- 
ly secedes from the confederate union by 
setting himself up as the judge of its laws 
and deciding against their constitutionali- 
ty. It is a mere foretaste of the universal 
anarchy, nullification aud secession which 
would certainly follow the establishment 
of the rebel confederacy. 
Gov. Brown uses 


strong language to Jeff. 
We quote: 
" I must, therefore, adhere to my position 


and maintain the integrity of the state gov- 
ernment, in its executive, legislative, judi- 
cial and military departments, as long as I 
can command sufficient force to prevent it 
from being disbanded, and its people re- 
duced to a state of provincial dependence 
upon the central powsr/'
